The size and capacity of the unit

When the plant was erected and 


the units installed four years ago it 
was believed 
that the 
two 
150- 


lorsepowei units would be sufficient 
.0 provide adequate 
service for a 


number of years in the future. With- 
in two yeais it was evident that ad- 
ditional capacity must be piovided 


whether another 150-h. p. unit should 
he puichased or whether one of dou- 
ble that capacity should be installed, 
t was decided to install a 300-h. p. 
unit, and this unit was installed last 
year. Before the winter season was 
finished it was evident that the ca- 
pacity would have to be increased in 
the near future, and the city com,- 
mission is now taking steps to pur- 
chase a new unit wtih the idea of 
getting it in operation at the earliest 
nossble moment. 


The additional load which the lo- 


cal plant will have to carry by reason 
of the new machines being and to be 
installed by the railroad in its new 
shops here, along with the gradual 
giowth of the city and the increase 
in the number of customers for the 
plant has made it imperative that 
the new unit be purchased. 


New Smyrna has gained an envi- 


able reputation for excellent electric 
service, and the good management 
of the plait has made it the city's 
poukctbook.

investment and is paying a nice profit, 
which is being used to help pay for 
the unit purchased last year.
